To look well, the contours 
of the denture, as they affect the outlines 
of the face and the teeth themselves and 
as they show through the parted lips, 
must combine to give the patient a 
natural and pleasing appearance. The 
method of impression taking and setting 
up of the teeth must achieve certain 
objectives, if truly good results are to be 
secured. These methods Dr. Atkinson 
proposes to discuss. He has made some 
recent improvements in his impression 
technic that make for a more stable 
denture. He will illustrate his lecture 
with slides and models and will follow 
is up with a table clinic demonstrating 
the finer points.

Outstanding Essayists and Clinicians 


Scheduled to Appear 


Subjects of popular interest will be 
given priority both as to the number of 
speakers and the time allotted to them at 
the 79th Annual Meeting of the Chicago 
Dental Society. Thus the Full Denture 
and Oral Surgery Sections will be given 
the choice assignments. 


FULL DENTURES 


Several new faces will be seen in this 
Section along with a number of the old 
reliables. Dr. John C. Heisler of Chicago 
will start the ball rolling on Tuesday 
morning with a discussion of The Theory 
of Establishing the Plane of Occlusion 
both in Dentulous and Edentulous Pa- 
tients. He will be followed by Dr. Louis 
S. Block of Louisville, Kentucky, who 
will consider Tempero-Mandibular Prob- 
lems especially in Relation to Vertical 
Dimension. Dr. John B. La Due of Chi- 
cago will round out the first morning 
session with a paper on Esthetics. Wed- 
nesday morning will find Northwestern’s 
Dr. Rudolph Schlosser leading off with 
Full Denture Prosthesis of Unusual Cases, 
with emphasis upon the problems that 
will confront the dentist as a result of 
war injuries. And Dr. Frank Vorhees of 
Chicago will terminate the Wednesday 
morning program with a paper dealing 
with The Theory of Balanced Functional 
Occlusion. The Thursday session will get 
under way with a paper by Dr. Emmett 
Beckley of St. Joseph, Missouri.

Dittmer, Chicago Oral Surgeon, will give 
an illustrated lecture on Surgical Prep- 
aration of Mouths for Immediate Den- 
tures and Dr. Irwin H. Ante, from the 
University of Toronto, will lend an inter- 
national aspect to this section and discuss 
Impression Materials for Complete Den- 
tures in Relation to the Varying Condi- 
tions Found in Different Mouths. 


ORAL SURGERY 


The Oral Surgery Section will confine 
itself, for the most part, to conditions 
which confront the dentist in general 
practice. The Tuesday morning session 
will find that perennial favorite, Dr. 
Clarence O. Simpson, of St. Louis, Mis- 
souri, giving a dissertation on The Roent- 
genogram (interspersed with satire and 
witticisms) as he evaluates them in diag- 
nosing mouth conditions.

Dr. Allan G. Brodie, of Chi- 
cago, will open the Wednesday morning 
session with a review of The Anatomy of 
the Head and Face (a Functional Con- 
sideration of the Osteology and Myology 
Involved in Jaw Fractures). He will be 
followed by Dr. Wayne B. Slaughter, of 
Chicago, presenting The Management 
of Jaw Fractures. The morning program 
will be brought to a close by Dr. Eli 
Olech, of Chicago, speaking on The 
Control of Infection in Jaw Fractures. 
On Thursday morning the first essayist 
will be Dr. L. M. Fitzgerald of Chicago 
who will take up the subject of Condi- 
tions Associated with the Removal of 
Third Molars. Dr. Kenneth W. Penhale, 
of Chicago, is the final essayist in the 
Oral Surgery Section and he will deal 
with Cysts of the Jaw, Their Diagnosis 
and Treatment. 


OPERATIVE DENTISTRY 


The Operative Dentistry Section has 
a well rounded program but the subject 
of Acrylics will somewhat predominate.

Dr. Mc Bride 
will give some pointers, To You Who 
Operate on Children and Dr. Nelson will 
take part in the Acrylics Symposium. 
Dr. J. R. Blayney, of Chicago, will give 
A Report of the Progress Being Made in 
Solving the Problem of Dental Caries ; 
Dr. Arne Romnes, of Chicago, will pre- 
sent his paper, Amalgam Restorations ; 
and the final session will bring together 
three well known Chicagoans, Drs. Eu- 
gene M. Skinner, G. D. Wessinger and 
Stanley D. Tylman, together with Dr. 
Nelson, in a round table discussion of 
Acrylic Resins. This group will bring 
to light all the known facts about these 
materials including their chemical and 
physical properties, their clinical proper- 
ties in operative and crown and bridge 
prothesis and their clinical application in 
full dentures. 


CROWN AND BRIDGE

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Lincoln, Nebraska, Introducing Dentistry 
to the Child, and Dr. Eugene J. North 
of Buffalo, New York, Protecting the 
Pulp in Deciduous and Young Perma- 
nent Teeth. Dr. John R. Thompson of 
Chicago speaking on Asymmetries of the 
Face and Dr. L. B. Higley of Iowa City, 
Iowa, The Proper Time to Begin Ortho- 
dontic Treatment, will bring to a close 
this well arranged program. 


PERIODONTIA 


The Periodontia Section will stress the 
various methods of treating Periodonto- 
clasia.

plete this array of talent. 


RESEARCH 


The Research Section has gone prac- 
tical this year and there will be very 
little of the theoretical. Such subjects 
as the following will undoubtedly attract 
considerable, interest: The Healing of 
Tooth Sockets Following Extraction, by 
Dr. Warren R. Schram; Bone Healing 
Following Fractures, by Dr. Isaac Schour ; 
Mouth Health in Industry, by Dr. Earle 
H. Thomas ; Is the Teen Age Caries an 
Endocrine Problem? by Dr. Maury Mass- 
ler; all of Chicago. ‘The out of town 
contingent consists of Dr. Hamilton B. G. 
Robinson of St. Louis, Missouri, Dental 
Caries and the Metabolism of Calcium ; 
Dr. Herman Becks of the University of 
California, Normal and Pathological 
Bone Formation of the Jaws; and Dr. 
F. D. Ostrander of the University of 
Michigan, Sulfonamides in Dentistry. 

To make the Essay Program even more 
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outstanding there will be a symposium 
on Practice Management, the details of 
which are not yet at hand. 


PRACTICE MANAGEMENT 


In the Practice Management Section 
a symposium will be presented on Tues- 
day and Thursday mornings on the fol- 
lowing subjects: Recent Federal Legis- 
lation by Mr. William F. Waugh of Chi- 
cago; Socio-Economic Trends by Mr. 
Peter T. Swanish of Chicago; Special 
Problems of a Highly Industralized Com- 
munity by Dr. W. M. Magnelia of Rock- 
ford, Illinois ; Credits and Collections by 
Mr. Harvey T. Hill of Chicago; and 
Personnel Problems by Dr. W. N. Miller 
of Flint, Michigan. On Wednesday 
morning one of the partners of Albert T. 
Bacon & Co., Certified Public Account- 
ants, will present a paper on Income Tax 
Problems. 


MISCELLANEOUS 


Something new has been added to the 
General Clinics. Because of the great 
demand for Limited Attendance Clinics, 
a résumé of which will follow in a later 
issue of The Fortnightly Review, there 
is a dearth of clinicians who are willing 
to give table clinics. However the far- 
sighted policy of the officials of the Chi- 
cago Dental Society, has evolved an 
answer to this problem. The commercial 
exhibitors will be invited to participate 
in the General Clinics Program, with 
these provisos : 1st—The technic of treat- 
ment will be given under the supervision 
of a dentist. 2nd—They will be asked 
to demonstrate the physical properties 
and use of the materials only. 3rd—They 
may present table clinics dealing with 
practice management problems. The ex- 
hibitors have agreed not to indulge in 
sales talk during these demonstrations ; 
they can, of course, try to convince the 
onlookers that they have a superior prod- 
uct . . . Small groups will be organized 
to “stump the experts.” Question and 
Answer Periods will be conducted not 
only by local clinicians but by a number 


of essayists, who have agreed to partici- 
pate in this event. The Essayists will, 
of course, cover the subjects which relate 
to their papers . . . As previously an- 
nounced, there will be no_ formal 
social functions during the coming Mid- 
winter Meeting: no Frolics, no Dinner 
Dance and no Ladies’ Luncheon. The 
general sessions will, however, be open 
to the ladies, as usual . . . In accordance 
with the recent vote of the membership, 
scientific bodies will be invited to meet 
during the Midwinter Meeting. This 
action was taken because of the cancel- 
lation of all American Dental Association 
conventions for the duration . . . Nearly 
1,000 Associate Members already have 
joined the Society. Many of the applica- 
tions have been accompanied by letters 
indicating that the applicant thinks that 
the Chicago Midwinter Meeting is “tops” 
in dental conventions. Representatives 
from forty-one states and the Dominion 
of Canada have sent in their dues, which 
makes the Midwinter Meeting truly na- 
tional in scope.

NEWS AND ANNOUNGEMENTS 


MAJORITY OF CHICAGO 
TISTS OPPOSE HYGIENISTS 
LICENSING 


A tabulation of the ballots of the mem- 
bers of the Chicago Dental Society who 
voted in the recent poll regarding the 
licensing of dental hygienists showed 
opposition to such licensure. 450 ballots 
were cast—88 for and 362 against. This 
poll was conducted to sample the senti- 
ment of Chicago dentists for the infor- 
mation of the Legislative Committee of 
the Illinois State Dental Society. The 
Legislative Committee has since voted to 
disapprove legislation licensing hygienists 
at the present time, and so reported to 
the Executive Council of the Illinois 
State Dental Society at its meeting on 
December 6. The Council has decided 
to give the matter further consideration. 


ARMY COMMISSIONS 
NOW AVAILABLE 


The procurement objective for dental 
officers, Army of the United States, for 
the year 1943 has been announced by 
the Surgeon General’s office. Appoint- 
ments in the Dental Corps, Army of the 
United States, are now available to all 
qualified dentists under 37 years of age 
and to all of those up to 45 years of age 
who have been placed in Class 1-A by 
their local draft boards. 

Applicants must be cleared through 
their state chairman, state Procurement 
and Assignment Service and the War 
Manpower Commission. 

Upon request application blanks will 
be forwarded by the Dental Division, 
Office of the Surgeon General, to those 
who fall into either category referred 
to above. 


PROPOSE DENTAL HEALTH 
WEEK FOR CHICAGO 


A new project is being undertaken by 
the Institute—a Dental Health Week to 
be held in the spring, probably the week 
of April 5. Tentative plans have been 
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approved in principle by the Institute’s 
Board of Directors and the Professional 
Policy and Guidance Committee, and 
will come before the Directors of the 
Chicago Dental Society for their endorse- 
ment on December 15. The Mayor will 
then be asked to proclaim this week as 
Dental Health Week. 

The “week” is an old but very effec- 
tive publicity device. Through it public 
attention can be focused on dentistry. 
Dental health is made spot news, and 
publicity in newspapers, on the air, and 
through other media is attainable which 
would not be possible under ordinary 
circumstances.—Dental Hygiene Institute 
News Letter.

Thank you for your letter of Novem- 
ber 24, concerning the regrettable cur- 
tailment of Cooperative Dental Project 
No. 30336 and the possible effect of this 
curtailment upon the dental health of 
our school children. 

I wish to assure you that I am heartily 
in sympathy with the program and that 
I am wholly mindful of what it has 
accomplished. 

Every effort has been made to obtain 
sufficient funds through the Work Pro- 
jects Administration for a continuation of 
this very worthwhile program ; however, 
the W.P.A. administrators in the field, 
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who must necessarily be charged with 
the judgment as to the disposition of each 
project in relation to other projects in 
their states, do not see their way, in view 
of the very sharp reduction in the W.P.A. 
budget, to allow sufficient money for the 
continuance of Project No. 30336 upon 
its original full basis. 

In the belief that he might have some 
constructive suggestions, I am happy to 
forward your communication to Mr. 
James B. McCahey, President of the 
Board of Education, under whose juris- 
diction, as you are aware, the program 
lies.

FINAL REPORT ON CHICAGO 
COMMUNITY FUND 


The Chicago Community Fund for 
1942 has exceeded its goal of $3,750,000, 
and the Chicago Dental Society Com- 
mittee on Community Fund submits the 
following report. 

Received from members of the Chi- 
cago Dental Society $3,675, an increase 
of $2,067 over the previous year. The 
total number of subscriptions is 793, an 
increase of 462 over the previous year.

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EDITORIAL 


CHRISTMAS CARDS MAY BE OMITTED 

Many Chicago dentists will not send the usual number of Christmas greeting 
cards this year following the suggestion of the President of the American Dental 
Association, J. Ben Robinson. Doctor Robinson points out’ that dentists can 
assist the war effort in two ways by abandoning this practice for the duration :— 
“First, the money usually spent by dentists for this purpose( estimated at a mil- 
lion dollars) could be applied to the purchase of stamps and bonds, which would 
mean a substantial contribution to the war effort; second, the withdrawal of 
a large volume of cards from the mails would relieve the postoffice facilities of 
a tremendous burden at a time when they are taxed to capacity.” ; 

A communication has been received from Postmaster Ernest J. Kruetgen of 
Chicago calling attention to the gigantic task confronting the Postal Service in 
handling the mails, both personal and official, for the members of our armed 
forces and for business enterprises engaged in the production of war materials. 
More than 1400 employees of the Chicago Postoffice are now in the armed ser- 
vices causing an acute shortage of experienced personnel. Postal train service 
has been curtailed. 

There has been no order forbidding the mailing of Christmas greetings, only 
the request that the mails be used early and considerately. Undoubtedly, a 
large number of greetings will be sent, particularly to service men. Sending 
Christmas cards is a kindly, goodwill custom. However, if you do not receive 
cards from all the usual sources, remember that the reason is patriotism, not an 
oversight or loss of interest. 

DENTISTS OVERSUBSCRIBE COMMUNITY FUND QUOTA 


Chicago dentists have oversubscribed by 245 per cent the quota assigned 
them in the 1942 Community Fund Campaign. $3,675.00 has been donated by 
793 dentists. This response is commendable, particularly when it is remembered 
that dentists are called upon to contribute to the public welfare in many ways 
throughout the year, including health service for which they receive no mone- 
tary remuneration. 

The dental profession led all other business and professional groups in meet- 
ing its prescribed quota. While we are proud of this fact, the achievement is 
not as great as it sounds. The reason is that the dental profession’s quota was 
relatively small, principally because dentists have been contributiong as a group 
with a goal of their own for only three years. The original quota was low in 
proportion to the number of dentists in Chicago. Each year has brought a 
steady increase in the amount of money donated. The chairmen of the dental 
committees for the past three years, Doctors Fred Gethro, Frederick Noyes, and 
Charles Freeman, are to be commended for the impetus they have given the 
drive. 

We believe that actually many more dentists contributed to the fund than 
the tabulated records show. We know several who donated through other 
organizations—one gave $25.00. It is true that funds, from whatever source 
contributed, go to the same good purpose, but if a comparison of group dona- 
tions is made, credit should be given where credit belongs. If the source of the 
income from which the contribution is made is dentistry, then dentistry should 
receive the credit. Next year, we suggest that all dentists give through the den- 
tal committee—Robert G. Kesel. 
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BOOK REVIEW 


A Manual for the Differential Diag- 
nosis of Oral Lesions: By Joseph L. 
Bernier, D.D.S., M.S., Major, Dental 
Corps, U. S. Army; Curator Dental 
Division Army Medical Museum, Sec- 
retary and Pathologist to the Registry 
of Dental and Oral Pathology of the 
American Dental Association; Chief of 
the Oral Pathology Section in the De- 
partment of Preventive Medicine and 
Clinical Pathology, Army Dental School, 
Army Medical Center, Washington, D. 
C. Cloth. 228 Pages, 175 illustrations, 
Price $4.00, St. Louis.

Major Joseph L. Bernier, formerly of 
Chicago and now serving in the Dental 


Corps of the U. S. Army has just pub-. 


lished a neat manual for the differential 
diagnosis of oral lesions. Dr. Bernier has 
had valuable experience as pathologist 
for both the Registry of the Dental and 
Oral Pathology of the American Dental 
Association and to the Army Medical 
Museum ; his book represents a selection 
of the best cases from the Registry and 
the Army Museum. 

The author discusses the indications 
and technic for the biopsy, pointing out 
the value of this procedure in establish- 
ing a diagnosis. The histology of the 
skin and mucous membrane is thoroughly 
presented. A chapter is devoted to the 
fundamentals of inflammation, and then 
oral lesions are discussed under the fol- 
lowing classification: superficial lesions 
generally local in character, superficial 
lesions generally specific in character, be- 
nign tumors of the oral region, malig- 
nant tumors of the oral region, tumors 
of odontogenic origin, cysts of oral re- 
gions, and miscellaneous diseases of the 
oral region. 

While this classification is helpful it 
resulted in occasional difficulties ; for in- 
stance, the author included osteomyelitis 
under benign tumors specifically related 
to bone. 


No attempt was made by the author 
to include all known tumors and diseases 
of the oral region, but he did place 
emphasis upon those lesions which seem 
to be most common. The objective of the 
author was to provide a handy refer- 
ence book of the pathology and diagnosis 
of the common oral affections. The book 
could have been made more valuable to 
dentists in general practice if more clin- 
ical pictures had been included. 

The illustrations used are excellent, 
especially the photomicrographs, and 
help explain the text. To the dentist 
and student doing any microscopic study 
of oral lesions, this manual of oral lesions 
will prove very valuable and even a 
casual reading by every dentist will be 
helpful.

This book has been well, although 
very hurriedly prepared. The section on 
“Plastic and Maxillofacial Surgery” was 
written by Dr. Ferris Smith of Grand 
Rapids, Michigan, and it is a well writ- 
ten monograph. It is intended largely 
for military surgery and will be of lesser 
use in private practice. There are a 
few illustrations which are in part the- 
oretical but the majority of them are 
representative of Dr. Smith’s ingenuity. 

The second section “Maxillary Sur- 
gery” was written by General L. C. Fair- 
bank, Colonel R. A. Stout, Colonel Rob- 
ert Ivy and Colonel A. B. Evy. This 
section approaches more the zone in 
which the dentist is located than the sec-

tion on Plastic Surgery. Here the au- 
thors have indicated personal methods. 
While personal methods represent hon- 
esty they do not necessarily completely 
envelop a subject or point out all of 


the useful methods. This section was 
written by men who have had military 
experience and therefore a distinct value 
is added to the section. Naturally enough 
most of the injuries in this section should 


not be undertaken except by one who 
has had good surgical training and good 
surgical experience and preferably ex- 
perience with the jaws. 

While the volume is a good contribu- 
tion to military surgery of the head and 
neck it will not be of any particular 
value to the dental profession. Any den- 
tist in military service will do well to 
study the volume carefully. The book 
is well written and amply illustrated. 
The printing is excellent.
